A very large pro- 
portion of these iiiHcrls uro Jujuriotis 
to crops. Birds uro the insects' worst 
enemies. 


Nearly all birds destroy insect life. 


Tho federal department of agriculture 
bus examined the stomachs of forty 
Icinda of. Mrda to determine uccuratoly 
what they cousurne. It was found thut 
atnouff the birds which most effectively 
aid tlie farmers are phoebes, kingbirds, 
Odtblrdfi, swallows, brown tUrattbcrs, 
rose broaated grrosbeaks, houao wuens, 
viroea, uutive sparrows, cucicooa, ori- 
oles, warblers, shore Larks, loffgerhead 
shrikes and meadow larks. Even, tbe 
crow and tbe cro^v blackbird, wblch 
have rcHted under sn&picioii so long, 
do more gwxl tlian harm to the farm- 
ers.—ChicitK0 News.

Moalo and flours made from various other oor-eala have beoo recommended 


ab substitutes for wheat flour In bread making, but no other flour has been 
tound that has tho ntuno donirable uualitios on the flour made trom -wheat. 


Tho moat Important tiling for the bonsewUo to learn juut now IB to pre- 


vont one nlnglo crumb ot bread from finding its way to waste. 


Bread should bo stored in snob a way as to insure its keeping. Do noti 
i soaova the wrapper from baker'B broad before patting it into the bread box, 
v.hti;h should be perfectly sweat, and clean. A. tin bread bor with proper ven-i 
tilatlon is moat satisfactory 
It should be washed, scalded and sunned at lea«t' 


once a week. If not oftonor. 
Do not allow bread to mold in the box. Musty 


or moldy broad very soon spoils frssh bread plaoed In the same container. 


Slice only enough broad to sorro the family for ono meal. Better »llc« a 


tacoad time than have pieces left over. Cut slices in halt BO individuals -wlU 
not take more than thoy can consume 


Make It bod form to leave oven a square Inaa oi bread on the plat» or 


crumbB on the tablecloth. 
If sllcoa should be loft on the bread plate, pack 


together closely and return to broad box.

Teach youngsters to oat bread cruata—not because they will make their 


hair curly, for they will not, and It lo poor policy to deceive a child even in 
ao small a matter an thU—but because tho crust is the most wholesome part 
of the loat. Tbn starch la more thoroughly baked In tho crust than in the 
crumb and consequently moro rowdily digestible. Besides this children need 
hard crusty foods to develop their teeth and teach them to masticate proporly.l 


But no matter how careful the person in charge ot tho food supply In the 


horao may bo there la very likely to bfl more or leaa stale broad. Her problem 
Is to convert thin unpalatable food Into an odlble and tempting product, which 
may bo ari-.ompllshad In a rarloty of ways. 


Partially stale bread may be froahonod by moistening slightly and warm- 


ing in a ooToretl pan In a moderate oven. Bread too stale to treohen In this 
way lends Itself vyjll lo toaat making and may be served dry. buttered, or 
moistened with milk or creum; u> a garnlBh for meats, vegetables and eggs; 
or as croutonn, sippets and toaat ntlokn with soupn. Coarse bread crumbs can 
be used economically in making puddings and scalloped dishes, while fine 
crumbs made trom thoroughly dry broad ground and sifted aro good for crumb- 
ing croquette*, cuttets, tlsh and vegetables to be fried; as a substitute for part 
of tho ilour In griddle* cakes and gejna-; or for thickening soups,
